The proposals of 
the Bethlehem company were accompanied 
witha memorandum stating that the prices 
ramed were based on the condition set out in 
the edvertisement of their bids to cover both 
a.mor plate and gun forging and should there- 
fore rcceive preference, all things being equal. 

Secretary Whitney expressed himself as 
greatly pleased with the result of the bidding 
for the production in this country of armor 
and gun steel. He said: 

“There are ovly two bidders to produce the 
armor, but the bid ef the Bethlehem company 
is as good as fifty. Itis from as good a ¢om- 
pany as there isin the United States, and the 
prices named are very low. Itisof very little 
conseqrence now that the fortifications bill 
failed in the last congress. The first thing 
necded for fortificationsand the navy is a plant 
to make armor and gtin steel. It tikes two 
and a haif years to erect it. It costs $2,090- 
600. The rest of this bidding secures it. It 
occurred tome last July that instead of con- 
tracting out our new armored ships in the 
usual way—the contractor to buy the armor, in 
which case it would all have been purchased 
abroad—I put together the armor for ail 
of ihem and all the gun stecl required for 
their armament to see if that would not in- 
duce a responsible paity to undertake the 
work in thiscountry. I put tho tims “for bid- 
ding after the adjournment of congress, so as 
to have the benefit of a broad plan if the bill 
on fortifications should be passed. Its failure 
was a dirappointment , but it has resulted all 
right, and the best of allis that the prices are 
bot above whata contractor would have had 
to psy forthe same armor bought abroad and 
laid down here, the daties paid under our laws.

The advertisement issued by the departmeat 
ccntained «a provision requiring contractors to 
provide a plant with all needfal appliances 
adequate tothe manufacture of forgings to 
deliveries within periods ranging from 33 to 51 
months after the siguing of the contract in the 
case of gun steel. In the case of armor plate 
the contractor is reqnired to provide withia 
twoand one-half years, a plant capable of 
forging or rolling 300 tons of finished plates 
per month, and to deliver all of the armor 
within two years thereafter. Attached to 
the proposal made by the Bethlehem company 
is 3n offer to providea suitable plant within 
one and quarter years, instead of the two and 
a half years allowed forthe purpose. Tais 
company also states in a foot note that the ar- 
mor plate required by the department is fully 
equal tothe best plate manufactured in Enu- 
repe, end is higher in grade than any made in 
this country. Their bid proposes to supply 
such plate and they are prepared to demonstrate 
their ability to doso. If plate of a lower quality 
will be acceptable to the department, the 
company is prepared to furnish it at a lower 
price than that stated in their bids. All of the 
hids were accompanied by certified checks for 
“50,000, The bid of the Cleveland rolling mill 
company was handed to the secretary by a 
clerk after the other bids had been opened, 
with the explanation that it had just coms to 
hand throughthe mails. When the reading of 
the bids bad been completed, Secretary Whi'- 
ney announced thattbey would be taken under 
consideration and the awards announced with- 
in fiiteen days.

Colonel Lamont Says Dr. Sowers is Unneces- 
sarily.

WASHINGTON, March 22.—Colonel Lamont. 
in conversation today, in regard to the pre:i- 
dent's health, showed that the fears exprossed 
by Dr. Sowers are not shared by the president's 
femilv and his intimate friends. The presi- 
dent, Colonel Lamont said, was to all appear- 
ances in perfect health. Ife did not think Dr. 
Sowers was in position to judge of the matter, 
as he did uot know the president and what he 
said was, in the colonel’s Opinion, based merely 
on the assumption that president was gaining 
flesh and took no exercise. This was,not the 
case. Aswmatter of fact, he continned, the 
president weighs less than when he first came 
to Wasbington, and reaily takes as much exer- 
cise as most cther men. It is trae he does not 
walk about the city, but he frequentiy walks 
in the country and there are other ways in 
which he gets exercise. The colonel addel 
that altogether the president is in good condi- 
tion and there is no reason for apprehensiog in 
regard to his health.

CELEBRATION OF EMPEROR WIL- 
LIAM’S BIRTHDAY. 


Berlin Streets Crowded “With Processions—The 
Students Singing Patriotic Hy mus—The Bmpe- 
ror’se Remarks tothe Household —Decora- 
tions Bestowed — Other News. 


Bern, March 22—The ninetieth anni- 
versary of Emperor William’s birth was ush- 
ered in by the pealing of joy bells in all the 
churches and the tower of the town hall, and 
the sounding of achoral. The city is decors 
ted as it was never before. Garlands, flags, 
laurels, festoons of evergreen, banners, bright 
drapery and brilliant carpets were hung on 
every conspicuous spot where an ornamentcan 
be made to add to the joyous appearance of the 
town. Conspicuous by the extreme elegance 
of their decorations are the Regal Academy 
and university buildings and the city residence 
of the Crown Prince I'rederick William, The 
monument of Frederick the Great is covered 
with wreaths of flowers. Wherever there is a 
bust or statue of the emperor, in shop window 
or other exposed place, it is buried in flowers. 

The people are alioutin holiday aitire and 
the streets are througed. Early in the day 
special memorial religious services were held 
in all the churches and the synagogues and edi- 
fices wera crowded in every case. Children from 
all the schools in the city went in processions, 
accompanied by bands of music to church ser: 
vices. The students’ procession passed the 
palace and wasa grand affair. They went in 
carriages, of which there were several hundred 
in line; carried bright banners of various 
school and college societies aud associations 
and were accompanied by many bands playing 
music and arrayed in gorgeous medieval cos- 
tumes. 

The long line of carriages was preceded and 
followed by students on horseback. Passing 
the palace, the bands played the national an- 
them, “Preussenlied,” “Wacht am Rhein,” the 
students all singing to the music. The emper- 
or appeared &t a window as the procession was 
moving past and bowed, remaining there a con- 
siderable time. The great crowd ia the street 
gave him an ovation, the multitude cheering 
itself h®aree and tiring. itself out waving hats 
and handkerchiefs. All membors of the impe- 
vial femily and all their princely guests drove 
in a procession to the palace aud personally 
tencered their congratulatious to the emperor. 
fhe precession wus fullowed by crowds ia the 
ELreeis., 

‘The rain storm which set in at three o'clock, 
and lasted until six, had scarcely any effect 
upon the crowds of enthusiastic Germans who 
thronged the streets. The illumiuations to- 
night throughout the city are superb. Au e3- 
cially striking feature is a picture, 100 yards 
ong and twenty verds wide, in frout of the 
acacenry of arts, dcpicting events in the empe- 
rors life. Bismarck and Von Moltke siy that 
hey have received a wonderfal reward for 
services, the character of which is as yet un- 
known. Ali the secretaries of departments 
were decorated by the emperor. In reesiving 
the housebkolée deputation the emperor said: 

“T have reached this age by the grace of God, 
sud if the Lord helps-me and wants me to. I 
wav jive to s¢e another year.” 

CEOWDS IN THE CITY. 

The city is crowded. A}l the best hotels are 
filled with royal personages. The euthisiasm 
is universal, The weather is fine.

mpse ofhim. The municipal procession was 
rrecceded by heralds and marshals bearing the 


authorities, representatives 
of German science, art and commeres, direc- 
tors of the gymnesium and burgesses and com- 
munal persons, in all over two thousand per- 
sous. The procession was a*companied by 
several bands which played marches alternate- 
ly with chorals by the trumpeters. Tha pro- 
cecssion went in state from town hall to attend 
the comm«moration religious service in the 
church of St. Nicholas. Theclergymen were 
all full robed and officials wore their uniform; 
and regalia. When the procession entered 
the church the organ played a prelude. 
This was followed by the _ singing 
of Salvum Fac Regem and the chanting of the 
Ambrosian hymn. The festival sermon was 
preached by Provost Bruechner, 

At noon a royal salute of 101 guns was fired 
from Koenigsplats. 

Bismarck sand Von Moltke went to pay their 
congratulations to the emperor at 1 o'clock. 
They were enthusiasticaliy cheered all along 
the route on their way to and from the palace. 
The day is being celebrated with similar and 
cual enthu:iasm in ali towns of the empire. 

THE ILLUMiNATIONS AT NIGHT, 

Although rain has falien at intervals tonight, 
it basin no way interfered with public re- 
joicings. Tonight, Berlin is like a city of fire. 
The steeples and domes shine with brilliancy. 
The electric light is the ground work of illa- 
mination, three rose-colored lights, radiating 
from lofty avenues in the ceutor of the city 
where the palaces are situated to the 
remote streets. irom the roofs of 
housss Bengal fires are everywhere 
sending foith soft glowing flames. 
In Leipziger Plantz, Uader den Linder, and 
all large streets, every house contributes to 
the general effect. Crowns, stars and eagles 
are in rich profusion, and numerous colossal 
busts of the emperor, surrounded with exotic 
plants are displayed. The clectric 
light on the squares, and the tower of 
the town hall emits a ruddy glare. On 
Brandenburg gate are immense cauldrons, 
from which flames are bursting forth every 
moment. Colossal arches at Potsdam station 
are illuminated with eagles, stars and crowns, 
and the whole building is encircled with bla- 
zing pitch fires. Amidst all this glow and 
light, five hundred thousand persons moved in 
perfect order. 

After dinner the emperor and empress and 
Crown Prince Frederick William and his wife 
returned to the palaceand attended a soiree 
in the white hall of the royal 
castle, At nine o'clock the em- 
press entered the hall on the arm of 
her grandson, Prince William, walking with 
the aid ofacane. She looks much older and 
more feeble than the emperor. After the 
performance the company adjourned to the 
supper rooms. The emperor retired to 
rest before midnight, but the gaests remained 
at the festive board till the night became morn- 
ing.

The German training squadron, lying 
at Southampton, fired a royal salute, the Brit- 
ish iron-clad, Invincible, responding. Ban- 
quets in honor of Emnmperor William’s birthday 
wore given this evening by German residents

‘HOME RULE TACTICS. 


TO PREVENT COERCIVE MEASURES 
BEING PASSED. 


An Ajl-Night Sersion of the House of Commons— 


LONDON, March 22, 6 a. m.—The house of 
commons has been sitting all night and is still 
in séseion. The government have been trying 
to dispose of the naval and civil service bills, 
but home rule members, by obstruction have 
prevented any action being taken. Two hun- 
dred and sixty members are present. There is 
no prospect of adjournment. 

5 a. m.—The house is still in committee of 
supply. 

Mr. Raikes, postmaster-general, relieved Mr. 
Courtney, chairman of committees, in the 
chair during the discussion of the civil service 
vote, becavse the preceedings were farcical. 

Mr. Tanner, member for Cork, informed the 
chair that a fresh batch of eloquent Paraellites 
would arrive on the 6 am. train to reinforce 
the opposition vote. There is no likelihood that 
the house will rise before midday,ays Mr. 
Smith, government leader, declared that the 
civil service bill muzt be passed beforeadjoura- 
mnt takes place. 

‘The house of commons adjourned at 1:35 
this afternoon. Before rising, the house passed 
the civil eervice bill. 

William Henry Smith, government leader, 
arese amid cheers and counter cheers in the 
heuse of commons this evening, and moved 
tbat the bili for amendment of the criminal 
law in Ireland have precedence over all orders 
ottheday. Hesaid Ireland was in a state of 
disorganization and the government wa3 
bound toact under a sense of public duty, par- 
ticularly when itfound juries in that country 
intimidated and votorivus criminals, whose 
deeds were inimical to the existence of society, 
gcttirg off scot free. 

Mr. Smith said he would refrain from stat- 
ing the details of the measure, leaving that to 
the chief secretary for Ireland. What he now 
urged was that the measure was absolutely 
neces: iry for the security and happiness of the 
law-ai ling population of Ireland. Referring 
to the proposed amendment’ offered last night 
by John Morley, respecting a declaration of 
urgency for the government bill, Mr. Smith re- 
minded the house how Mr. Gladstone resisted 
the adoption of a similar amendment in 1831. 
‘the position of the government now was the 
same as that of the Gladstone government 
then. Regarding their ameliorative policy 
towards Ireland, the speaker said the govern- 
ments land bill would be divided iuto two 
parts. One of these wonld be introduced 
immediately. The other would bea land pur- 
chase bill of a wide scope. Both measures 
would be found to be framed on principles of 
honesty and justice. The speaker, however, 
thonght the government could not hope that 
any measure framed on these lines would satisfy 
the Irish National league, which, he said, was 
the successor of the Land deague, aud was the 
cause of all the disorganization and terrorism 
pervading Ireland. Mr. Smith said he hoped 
the house would speedily adopt the govern- 
ment’s measuree. If the house did not adopt 
them, the government would be compelled to 
esk the opinion of the country to either con- 
firm their policy or relieve them of the respon- 
sibilities of government. ([Cheers.} 

John Moriey, moving a rejection 6* the mo- 
tiou fur urgency, denied absolutely Mr. Smith’s 
assertions as to the lawless condition of I[re- 
land, end demanded that the government give 
comparative etatistices of crime in Ireland, 
which, he caid, would show that, beyond a cer- 
tain very narrow area, the country had seldom 
been quieter. The government's proposed re- 
strictive legislation would only aggravate such 
evils as existed, and would weakea and spoil 
wiatevyer remedies they had in store. ‘The 
lend commission had declared that the secret 
snd cause of combinations among the psople 
wasthe inability of tenants to pay excessive 
rents It hed been shown that Irish 
landlords combined tie habits of 
extravagance in emulation of the 
richer landiords in England with a system of 
rack rent. No matter how hard the tenants 
might strive to meet their rents,this wretched 
landlord system crushed them. The coercion 
proposals of the government appeared to be 
based npon the ideathat the people of Ireland 
were indolent and dishonest, but those who 
knew them bad a different conception of their 
character. They believed them to be honest, 
hard workingand truthfal. He coud only re- 
gard the billeas a measure designed to enable 
landlords to exact exhorbitant rents, throwing 
the Jawon the side of the rich, removing all 
coercive or protective power which the ten- 
aunts derived from combining and putting coer- 
cion upon the unfortunate tenants. He was 
less anxious to secure rents for some hard land- 
lords than to secure just treatment for those 
good and honest working people. | Cheers.) 

Some landlords practiced the plan of cam- 
psign of their own—more immoral and more 
deserving of being called swindlers than was 
the plan of the tenants. Some land agents at-

Planting. 

Macon,Ga., March 22.—{Special.]-—Our streets 
are not crowded in the least with country 
wagons, Which is evidentlya good sign that 
our farmers are at home doing some good work, 

of coming to town, spending their 
spare change and making notes, and giving 
mortgages upon their mules, horses, and even 
their crops which they intend to plant this 
year; and yet our merchants and warehouse- 
men that they are selling as many goods 
and taking as many mortgages as usual, or at 
least as many as last year. 
Mr. James Taylor, of Taylor, Ga., Crawford 
county, was in the city yesterday, and your 
correspondent had a talk with him 


about the condition of the farmers and what 
=~ bm doing with regard to making a crop 


for ° 

When asked to tell something about their 
condition and what they were doing, he said: 

“Our farmers are all doing their best trying 
to get their crops in order. They have been 
delayed a great deal by the wet weather, and 
the consequence is they are working from the 
early morn till late in evening preparing their 
lands. Some of them have a surplus of hands, 
and therefore they are moving along splendid- 
ly, while others cannot secure the labor and 
therefore are necessarily behind with their 
work.” 

“How about planting corn; is it pretty much 
all planted?’ 

‘Ob, yes; everybody ‘that I? know of is 
done planting corn and a few have 
planted cotton, but I rather 
think those who have planted would much pre- 
fertheir cotton seed would be back in their 
gin houses. I usually plant cotton in March’ 
or at least a good portion of my crop; but this 
year I do not think I will plant an acre.” 

“Why not?’ 

“Well, the best reason that I can give is that 
I will not get my land prepared as usual, and 
consequently I will have te wait, or at least I 
intend to until I get my land in suitable con- 
dition,” 

“How do you prepare your land?’ 

‘*! first break it up with a two-horse ploy in 
the winter, if Iean get to it, and if I happen 
not to have time before Christmas, I commence 
immediately afterwards, and then when I get 
resdy to plant I lay it off the width I want 
my cotton, and then I scatter my compost in 
the furrows. [ then teke sone 
small plows and make my bed, and then plant 
my cotton.” 

‘How about guano, do you use it” 

“Yes. I put it in with the compost and make 
my bed on it, and then, along in May, | ma- 
nure it again by putting more guano around 
my cotton, which I think does a great deal of 
gocd. I genorally, however, make the msi of 
iy manuics wyscelf, as I think it mach cheaper 
and better.” . 

“How are the farmers in your neighborhood 
finarcially’”’ 

“The most of them are behind. 


commenced their crops this year out of debt. 
A great majority of them, I am satisfied, are 
in this condition, while occasionally, of course, 
you will find one that has money ahead.” 

“T think, however, our farmers are going to 
work this year in better spirits than they have 
in many years, and [ am of the opinion 
our farmers will come nearer being out of ded! 
next Chiistmes, that is, of course, if nothing 
bappens more than has for last few years, than 
they bave for a number of years.” 

‘How about your oats?” 

“Well, sir, there is not going to be as many 
oats made ae our farmers p'anted for, because 
the cold weather killed so many of them that 
in some places there is not half a 
stand, and now and then you 
will find farmers that had 
to plow up their cats and plant in something 
else. Almost without exceptien, where they 
were sown before Christmas, the cold killed 
them, and it seems as if our farmers will have 
to abandon sowing before January entirely. 
There will not be a full crop made this year,in 
consequence of there haying been so many 
killea by the cold.” 

* How is the fruit going to be this year? Do 
you think thiscold snap is going to do it them 
any damage?’ 

“I donot think our peaches are hurt yet, 
but pears am confident, 
must be damaged ai good deal, 
The ba‘ance of the frnit I think is safe so 
far. Thisisnotthe month for peaches to be 
kilted: April is always the month that kills 
moet of onr fruit.”

WHEN the great hotel firein Buffalo was

MAINE has again abolished the death 
penalty, which was restored in after 
having been prohibited by statute since 1876. 
After having tried the scaffold again for 
four years the Jegislature has by an overs 
whelming majority determined from sta- 
tistics, that the horror of the death penalty 
is less deterrent in its effect than punish- 
ment of a milder kind.

THE Chicago News, probably the most 
ably conducted journal of the west, and cer- 
tainjy one of the fairest and most impartial 
in its political criticisms, being independent 
in its views, says of the president and his 
administration: 

“He has been a business president of great ex- 
ecutive force, pertinacity, patriotism and courage, 
On numerous occasions he has demonstrated the 
possession of a clear judgment, combined with an 
unyielding will, that has caught the admiration of 
his fellow citizens. There are scores of republi- 
cans throughout the union who shut their eyes and 
Swallowed Blaine in 1894 who would vote for Cleve- 
Jand with open eyes in 1488, and not as ‘betweeu 
two evils,’ but because of the positive success of 
his administration.’’ 


THE Chinese have a novel way of dealing 
with banking irregularities. A recent fail- 
ure of the Tung Lung bank in Hong Kong 
brought the indignant depositors to the 
front in a very demonstrative meeting. 
They stormed the building, tore it to pieces 
and plundered it of everything they could 
find. The officers had escaped or they would 
probably have fared likewise. While this 
method of straightening affairs may seem a 
little rugged, it still has its advantages and 
if resorted to in this country might prove 
effective in checking defalcation and mis- 
management, both of which are certainly 
less frequent in China than in America. 


Forry members of the Illinois legislature 
were asked to surrender their passes by the 
Ohio and Mississippi road and the whole 
body has been notified that after April Ist 
none of the annuals will be recognized, the 
interstate commerce bill probably precipita- 
ting the latter movement, Of course the 
railroads have the perfect right to grant 
passes or not, as they desire, but because 
they do not is no reason why the legislature 
should seek to blackmail them into doing 
so, as the Illinois body seems to want to do. 
One of the members, whose pass had been 
taken, introduced a bill reducing passenger 
rates from three to two cents per mile, and 
the measure meets with general favor. Illi- 
nois seems to be straddled with a very nar- 
row minded legislature. 
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THE city of Buffalo is at present engaged 
in a bitter contest against the telegraph 
wires which are strung overhead in immense 
numbers through the principal streets of the 
city. Ontbe day before the recent fatal 
holocaust, in which the Richmond hotel was 
burned with great loss of life, the Express 
contained an urgent editorial against the 
overhead wires, stating that the business 
part of the city was in constant peril an 
that the most valnable property was in dan- 
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ver from fire, as the wires prevented free 
access to the buildings in case of fire. This 
proved a well founded prophesy, for on the 
next day the firemen found it almost impos 
sible to use their ladders on the burning 
hotel at the time when they were most 
needed. The citizens have since assembled 
in public meeting and declared that the 
wires must go.

CAPTAIN WALTER L. BRAGG, of Mont- 
gomery, Ala., who has been appointed one 
of the railroad commissioners, was born in 
Lowndes county, Ala., February 25th, 1835. 
He moved with his parents to Ouachita 
county, Ark., in the winter of 1844, and 
that was his home until January, 1865. He 
received a liberal education in Arkansas, 
and at Harvard. He lived in Camden, Ark., 
where he entered the practice of law, as @ 
partner with John R. Fellows, now & dis- 
tinguished lawyer of New York. “In April, 
1861, he enlisted in the Sixth Regiment, 
Arkansas volunteers, entered the Tennessee 
army, and served in the confederate army 
all through the war. After the war he set- 
tled in Marion, Ala., and moved to Mont- 
gomery in 1871. He was chairman of the 
democratic state executive committee in 
1874-5-'6. In 1876 he was appointed Ala- 
bama’s member of the national democratic 
executive committee, when the convention 
met in St. Louis. In 1880, he was elector 
for the state at large for Hancock and Eng- 
lish. In March, 1881, he was appointed 
president of the Alabama railroad commis- 
sion, and was reappointed in 1883, his term 
expiring in March, 1885. Since that time 
he bas been successfully practicing law in 
Montgomery. 


A New Use for Fogs. 

Now that Atlanta is getting into the habit 
of occasionally clothing herself in heavy 
fogs, the theory of a London writer may be 
of interest here. We are of the opinion that 
if there is any fog that is wholesome, it is 
an Atlanta fog, but we are not willing to 
risk an indorsement of even this species. 

The London writer, whose name is Aitken, 
attributes the production of fogs and mist 
to the presence of particles of solid matter 
in the atmosphere. This theory shows, if it 
shows anything, that your truly genuine 
scientist will manage to come toa concla- 
siop, even if he has to go to sea after it. Of 
course the state of the weather—the differ- 
ent degrees of cold in the vapor rising from 
the earth, or settling from the clonds, as 
compared with the atmosphere—can have 
nothing whatever to do with it. 

Long ago, Professor Tindall showed that 
the atmosphere could be filtered. Mr. Ait- 
ken’s theory is that the water vapor con- 
denses on these particles and clings to them. 
It is further stated that sulphur is the com- 
mon base of ‘them, and Mr. Aitken suggets 
that this isa good thing, because the sul- 
phur bas an antiseptic air, and is in the na- 
ture of a disinfectant. 

Atlanta, fortunately, has no stagnant air, 
having the benefit of {resh breezes from West 
End ; but Mr. Aitken’s theory ought to be 
comforting to communities where the air 
necds to be stirrefl and disinfected. 


The President's Health. 

The warning recently given by a promi- 
nent Washington physician to President 
Cleveland is of general interest, not only 
because it concerns our chiet magistrate, but 
because it applies to millions of people simi- 
larly situated. 

When a brain-worker reaches the age of 
fifty he should take care of himself. Jf he is 
thin and active, with only a moderate appe- 
tite, he is tolerably safe. The old adage, 
‘Dry up and live forever,’’ has a basis of 
truth. Bat when the brain-workeris of a 
full habit, with a big appetite, and especial- 
ly when he takes little or no exercise, he is in 
danger. Such a person manufactures more 
blood than some of his organs can safely 
stand. Too much blood, 'after passing the 
age of fifty, is liable in any sudden excite- 
ment or inflammation to rush to some weak- 
epe«l organ. When the brain is thus threat- 
ened there are sometimes danger signals, 
such as attacks of vertigo, or the flushed and 
livid countenance shows that the blood ves- 
sels of the brain are gorged. 

The thing to do is for these sedentary 
brain-workers to regulate their) appetites, 
do less brain-work and take more exercise. 
There is ample time for President Cleveland 
to change his habits and restore himself to a 
condition of vigorous health. Ifhe does not 
feel disposed to do this, let him look at Mr. 
Beecher’s case. Mr. Beecher, instead of 
being warned in time, increased his intel- 
lectual Work until he carried a load that 
would have been too much for a strong man 
in the best of health. His rich life blood 
1ushed to the brain responsive to the sum- 
mons, and carried with it a death stroke. 

It is useless to reply that the great men 
of Europe do their best work between the 
ages of fifty and ninety. Weare not Euro- 
peans. Our climate, diet and constitutions 
are peculiarly American, and we must shape 
our course accordingly. 


Yesterday in Germany. 

The celebration yesterday of the Emperor 
William’s ninetieth birthday, was, in some 
respects, the most notable jubilee of modern 
times. 

Other monarchs have enjoyed a longer 
reign, but it has been given to few to sway 
the rod of empire at the age of ninety. Yes- 
terday all Germans forgot, for the time, their 
political differences, and united in the patri- 
otic observances of the occasion. Even those 
who felt it their duty to oppose the one man 
power, joined with the others in paying a 
tribute to the grand old man. For, after all, 
in the eyes of every German, the emperor 
with all his faults, is still ‘‘the Father of 
the Fatherland.”’ 

In the Emperor William we have a sover- 
eign of the old-fashioned stamp. He is no 
mere figure-head, but a vigorous, aggressive 
personality. He believesin the divine right 
of kings to rule, and he has never hesitated 
when it was necessary to let people and par- 
liaments know that he was their master. 

His career has not been one of ‘‘Dorian 
moods and soft recorders.’’ He has been a 
soldier almost from the cradle. In his child- 
hood the first Napoleon was revolutionizing 
the ways ot the world, making and unma- 
kivg kings, and tumbling dynasties about 
like so many card houses. Before he was 
ten years old Napoleon had smashed the old 
German empire, marched his victorious le- 
gions through Berlin, and carried away the 
sword of the great Frederick from Potsdam. 
So William was forced by circumstances to 
‘pars his school-boy days in camps and on 


| battle fields. 
It was not until he was sixty-four that he 


| 
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became king of Prussia. From the first he 
announced a blood and iron policy. He said 
that the Prusman army should be the Prus- 
sian nation in arms. He lifted the crown 
from the altar to his own head to typify the 
divinity of his coronation. He waged a bit- 
ter warfare against various parliaments, un- 
til the king became merged into the emperor. 

During bis imperial career he has seen 
Austria humbled, Denmark crushed and 
Frence crippled, while Germany has grown 
and prospered. From our republican stand- 
point we can see few things to applaud or 
defend in this remarkable reign ; but from 
another point of view we must admire the 
rugged manhood, the imperious will-power, 
and the stern energy of the warrior monarch 
wise shining blade now leaps forward, 
spanning the entire horizon of the nineteenth 
century ! 
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Death of Jadge Requier. 

A little paragraph in the New York papeis 
announces the death of Judge A. J. Requier. 
Judge Requier died of heart disease. He 
had returned to his home with his wife from 
a dinner, and complained of feeling unwell. 
A physician was called. He could do noth- 
ing, however, and in a few hours the patient 
was dead. 

Judge Requier was well known thoughout 
the south. His poems were popular here 
during the war, and the fiery talent display- 
ed in them have commended them to anthol- 
ogists. Judge Requier was born in Charles- 
ton in 1826, of French parents. At the age 
of 22 he went to Mobile, where he devoted 
himself to the law, meanwhile indylging in 
literary recreations. He was a judge of the 
superior court in that city, and was after- 
ward United States district attorney for Ala- 
bama, a position that he held under the con- 
federate government. 

He was intensely southern in his sympa- 
tliies, and his war poems, which seem to have 
been struck off at a white heat, were remark- 
able for their fervor and fluency. After the 
war, circumstances made an exile of him, 
but his life was cast in pleasant places. He 
went to New York where he found firm 
friends and congenial society...He became 
intimate with John Kelly, and was an active 
member of Tammany hall. He was assistant 
corporation counsel under Mr, Whitney, and 
was at one time assistant district attorney. 
It is said that he was to have been appointed 
to an important office by Governor Hill. 
His funeral took place yesterday from Dr. 
Deems’s Church of the Strangers, 

During late years Judge Requier has not 
indulged his taste for poetry; at any rate he 
has not rushed into print. Everything he 
wrote was characteristic, but nothing more 
so than the following he wrote just after the 
collapse of the confederacy. He called it— 

“ASHES OF GLORY.” 
Fold up the gorgeous silken sun, 
By bleeding martyr’s bies:, 
And heap the laurels it has won 
Above its place of rest. 


No trumpet’s note need harshly blare 
No drum funeral roll— 

Nor trailing sables drape the bier 
That frees a dauntless soul. 


It lived with Lee and decked his brow 
From Fate’s empyreal palm; 

It sleeps the sleep of Jackson now, 
As spotless and as calm. 


It was outnumbered—not outdone: 
And they shall shuddering tell 
Who struck the blow, its latest gun 

Flashed cuin as it fell. 


Sleep, shrouded ensign! Not the breeze 
That smote the victor tar, 

With death across the heaving seas 
Of fiery Trafalgar;— 


Not Arthur’s knights, amid the gioom 
Their knightly deeds have starred, 

Nor Gallic Henry’s matchless plume, 
Nor peerless -born Bayard; 


Not all that antique/fables feign 
And Orient dreams disgorge,

It was painted soon after 
the war and undoubtedlywas intended to illustrate 
the tictory of the union arms, The faces of some 
of the figures which are flying from Liberty’s up- 
lifted sword bear a resemblance to the leaders of 
the confederacy,*especially to Jefferson Davis, 
Alexander H. &tephens and Stonewall Jackson. 
Alleged portraits of General Lee and John © 
Breckenridge are also pointed out, but they are 
not so striking. It is probable that the artist did 
intend to caricature the defeated confederate 
statesmen and generals. The picture is generally 
regarded as arelic of tbe bitterness which matur- 
ally existed just after the war. The painting is a 
miserable daub, and if the generosity of a reunited 
country does not blot it out, it should at least be 
condemned and erased by good taste as a disligur- 
ation of the arch of the dome.

Judge Ezzard, Who Came to Atlanta When it Was 
a Little Village, Passing Awsey, at the 
Age of 88~-A Life Well Spent Draaw- 
irg to sa COlose-His Career. 


The oldest citizenof Atlanta lies on his 
deathbed. It is probable that he will die be- 
fore the day ends, Judge W. L. Ezzard, in his 
88th year—the greater part of his long and 
eventful life having been passed in Atlanta 
and its vicinity—is at death’s door. His phy- 
sicians declare that he cannot live but a few 
more hours. This venerable citizen, upright 
judge, pious churchman and honest man goes 
to juin the great majority, leaving not one en- 
emy in the world. 

About a month ago Judge Ezzard showed 
sigts of a plysical collapse, but was not com- 
pelled to take bis bed until a week ago, 
when there was a marked change for the 
worse. Dr. Frank Orme, the family physician, 
was called in to attend the judge, and he at 
once saw that his condition was precarions. Tak- 
ing his advanced age into consideration his re- 
covery was regarded as exceedingly improbable. 
All that medical skill combined with careful and 
tender nursing could do, was done, but appa- 
rently to no other purpose than to ameliorate 
the patient's condition and to prolong his life 

‘ra few Gays. 
s. Judge Ezzard was born in Abbeville county, 
fc., in the year 1799. When DeKalb 
county was formed, in 1822, 
he and Mr. Daniel Johnston, Mr. J. R. McAliis- 
ter, the present treasurer of that county, and 
several others moved to Decatur. Judge Ez- 
vard iived in Decatur until the year 1550, when 
he came to Atlanta, and has continued to re- 
side here ever since. At that time Atlanta 
was &@ comparatively insignifieant village. In 
IS40, or thereabouts, he was elected judge of 
the superior court of the then Coweta circait. 
He was the immediate successor of Judge 
Warner, who was trans erred to the supreme 
bench of the state. Ho served with 
great eaiisfaction to the people for 
four years. The members of the bar 
in the various places where be heid court were 
upsnimous in their estimate of his worth and 
ability. On the bench he was courteous, con- 
siderate, but firm and consistent. His kindness 
of heart was discovered in his every act. When 
he left the bench he associated himself with 
Judge Collier in the practice of the law. 

About the year 1854 he was elected muyor of 
the city of Atlanta, ani served with great satis 
faction tothe people. Subsequently he was 
again elected mayor and served two terms 
Sheitly after the war he was 
made tax receiver of Fulton county 
ana he held this otlive for 
anumber of vears. Healso vasa member of 
the Jezisiature. He was always regarded 43 a 
scund, cautious, safe and conscientious lawyer 
rather than a brilliant- advocate, altaouzh he 
possessed oratcrical accomplishments of no 
nican order, 

When he was 2 very young man he besane 
a member of the Methodist chureh. His re- 
lisious life was alwaysexemplary. His waik 
and «<onversation exerted a cogent influence 
upon these whom he met in businuessor society. 
His robust piety and exuberant charity were 
seen of all men, although he shrank from noto- 
riety and performed good deeds quietly and 
without ostentation. But his shiniog life 
could rot be hid 

Said Judce S. B. Hoyt. his warm friend and 
admirer, when apprised of his illness: “Ha is 
one ofthe best men that ever lived in th's 
country—or any other country. He is an up: 
right men. Thoroughly honest, square, cour- 
teous, open-handed and open bearted, fall of 
sympathy—he will die without leaving a sin- 
gie enemy in the world.” 

Judge Calhoun, when he was told of Judge 
Ezzaid’s sickness, said: ‘He was the first per- 
con I ever knew out of my own family. A 
better man never drew the breath of life. He 
is the salt of the earth,” 

During the past six or seven years, Judge 
Kzzard has lived a retired life. He hias 
not mingled much in public. Hig 
straight, manly form would, however 
occasionally he noticed*in the streets, and his 
cheery voice was always music to those he met 
in his walks. 

The news of his fatal sickness will carry 
grief to thousands of people in Atlanta today 

Atan ear}y hour this morning he was rest- 
ing comparatively easy, but his attendants 
think that his death is only the matter ofa 
few hours. 
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FEDERAL COURTS. 


A Counterfeiter Gets a Heavy Sentence— Li- 
quor Cases Decided, 

Willism Jones must think the citizens of 
Floyd county aset of “chumps,” judging by 
the stuff which he was trying recently to pass 
upon them as money. Jones was indicted in 
Decen. ber, 15-6, for making and passing coun- 
terfeit money. When arrested there was found 
upon his person seven pieces of lead which 
were meant to be imitations of Uncle Sam's 
silver do)larse, but which were so little like the 
original asto scarcely be recognizable even as 
imi ations. He might be able to pass one 
upon a man who was devoid 
of the senses of sight, hearing and feeling, and 
who had lost his teeth, but how he could 
induce anybody else to believe that it was 
money is beyond comprehension. But he tried 
to do so, nevertheless, and will now suffer the 
consequences. As stated in yesterday’s Con- 
STITULION, Jones’s trial was continued until 
today to enable his sister to be present as a 
witness. Jones denied having made the 
money, and claimed that his sister would 
tertify.that her husband made the stuff and 
gave it to Jones. When the woman was put on 
the stand she testilied simply that Jones had 
told herthat her husband had made tie 
“money.” This was the only testimony in 
Jones’s bebalfand the jury promptly found 
him guilty upon the second connt. He wis 
rentenced to tive years’ imprisonment at the 
Aibany penitentiary and to pay a fine of five 
hundred dollars. 

In the circuit court, George Strickland, of 
Madison county, pleaded guiity to working in 
un upregistercd distillery and got four mont's.

) STARTLING FACTS GONCERNING 


THE CONVICTSOFGEBOAGIA, 


Many Innocent Men in the Penitentiary - A Pointed 
luterview With Governor Gordon Upon the 
Bubject of Pardono-—Over Six Hundred 
Applications Awaiting Consideration. 
eee ee 

“T have refused to interfere in thecase of 
Cc. W. C. Wright, of whom so much has been 
eaid,” remarked Governor Gordon yesterday, 
in answer toa question, “and I have takea 
this stand for two reasons. In the first place— 
and this is the main reason—because the prin- 
cipal physician of the penitentiary is satisfied 
that neither fatal results nor immediate dan- 
ger can follow the man’s confinem@nt in the 
penitentiary. As the only grounds upon which: 
the application is based are those of health, 
there is really no reason for farther. 
But my second reason is that, although Wright 
may have soffered by providential affliction 
and mental angnish, he has never been 
punished fer his crime. I believe 
that it is better for the general moral goo iand 
for the protection of human life that Wright 
should suffer pubishment.”’ 

“By the way, governor, are there many ap- 
plications for pardon before you?” asked THE 
CONSTITUTION. 

“There are over six hundred applications for 
pardon now awaiting my consideration, 
these six hundred, | have not a shadow ofa 
doubt that 

MORE THAN ONE IN FIVE 

ought to be pardoned and turned out. When 
i came in oflice there were on record more 
than five hundred applications, 
and a large number have 
comein since. It is simply a physical impossi- 
bility for any executive to attend to the neces- 
saly public business which he must attend to 
in order to keep the wheels of government in 
motion and at the same time give these appli- 
cations nnything like ‘he attention they de- 
serve. 

“T soy that there is prubably one in covery 
five of these applications which ought to be 
granted. Since my inauguratiin I have 
been able to act upon about a dozen applica- 


tions of these priseners now confined in the « 


penitentiary. in addition to these, several 
whose terms have expired and their sentences 
completed, have been pardoned in order that 
they might be restored to citizenship. I have 
granted the same kind of a pardon also t» 
several whose sentences had been completed 
before J came into office. But only about ten 
or twelve of those actually undergoing confine- 


ment have been pardoned, and have had 
their sentences remitted. I have ex- 
amined the~ applications, to a limited 


extent, and ] find a large number of this class: 
negroes and others convicted of small offenses 
fifteen or twenty years ago, who are still serv- 
ing out their terms of imprisonment. Jast 
after the war the laws provided for petty of- 
fences punishment which was barbarously se- 
vere. Since then the laws have been groiatiy 
modified in this respect, aud the resultis that 
many of these men have already served longer 
than contemplated in the 
MAXIMUM PENALTY 

of the present laws. To illustrate: Take the 
case of & negro who crawled 
under the wall of a tentand stole some cheap 
He was 
found cuilty of burglary and sentenced to 
twenty years’ imprisonment. Other sentences 
were equally severe. Those men have long 
since suffered all that justice demands, and 
every hour that they are confined beyond tie 
time provided by the present law, they suffer 
asinnocentmen. They ought unquestionably 
to he pardoned and set free. 

“Then there is another class about the justice 
of whose pardon there could be to hesita- 
tion if their cases were thor- 
oughly undertood, These are the 
men in whore cases new evidence tending 
to prove their innocence has been discovered. 
I have bere cases in wirich the’ prosecuting at- 
torneys, the jurors and the prosecutors them- 
selves pray that 1 grant pardons, getting forth 
that newly discovered evidences proves the 
ipnpecence of the men in question. There is

RETWEEN EIGHT AND NINE YEARS, 

Yet that man is,I firmiy believe, innocent of 
clime. Down in ———- county a terrible crime 
was committed, a man being murdered wand bis 
house burned so as to cover all fraces of the 
crime. Two years later a manin an aj Oining 
county testified that a man whom we will call 
A had confessed to him that he, A, 
and four others had committed the 
crime. Aand his supposed ‘accomplices were 
arrested. The first man tried was the man 
who was, by the confession which it was said 
A had made, charged with having strack the 
blow which killed the murdered man. He 
was convicted purely upon this testimony and 
was sentenced to be hanged. A was tried 
next, and, though found guilty of murder, was, 
upon recommendation of the jury, showa 
mercy and received a life sentence. Realiz: 
ing that public sentiment was 
strongly against him, A made 
attempt to obtain a new trial, although he pro- 
tested his innocence. After he began his 
sentence the man who had been condemned to 
death was granted a new trial and 
HIS INNOCENCE WAS ESTABLISHED,

ABSOLUTELY NO TESTIMONY

man who claimed to have heard A’s confession. 
It was simply a cause where justice was blinded 
by public sentiment. I am satisfied that A is 
as inxocent of that crime as you or I, and a3 
soon as I can possibly get at if, I 
expect to grant the poor fellow a pardon. 
An innocent man, who has spent nearly nine 
years in the penitentiary, suffering for a crime” 
of which he knew nothing! Isn’t that a horri- 
ble thing to contemplate? Yet, I fear there 
are others. * I might give you further insight 
into some of the cases before me, but the cases I 
have cited will serve to give you some idea of 
the state of affairs. I tell you 
it is a topic which doser ves 
most earnest consideration at the hands of every 
citizen.” 

“What do you propose to do about it?” asked 
the reporter. 

“Well, I propose to take up the cases just as 
rapidly asthe urgent business in the other 
branches of my department will allow. While 
I shal) pardon no man without being thorough- 
ly satisfied of the injustice of his confine- 
ment, 

I SHALL NOT HESITATE 
to grant a pardon in every case where! am 
satisfied that justice will be met by a pardon.” 

“How long willit be before you can reach the 
most meritorious cases?” 

‘As I havesaid before,” replied the governor, 
‘it is absolutely impossible to properly attend 
to the other duties of the office and two find 
time to devote to this matter of pardons. Hu- 
manity and justice demand that someihing defi- 
nite be done at onee. lam seriOusiy contem- 
plating sending to the legislature a recommen- 
cation for the passage of a law creating a 

BOARD OF PARDONS, 
such as exists in many otherstates. While we 
are not as large or as populous assgme siates, 
very few have a larger number of convicts. 
These applications must be thoroughly exam- 
ined and finally disposed of, and in the inter- 
ests of bumanity this must be done soon. I 
am aware that the constitution of Georzia 
makes it the duty of the governor to grant the 
pardons, but there need be no difliculty on that 
score. The governor would still grant the 
— but the board would aid very mater- 

Ig by carefully considering the case and 
making its recommendations. While the gov- 
ernor would not be bound by the board’s rec- 
ommendation, still, in the great majority of 
cases, the action of the board would b9~ gatis- 
factory tohim, The work would “thus be 
greatly facilitated, for it is absolutely im- 
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upon one case oS as take up” 
pretty much ali his time—the entire tarm of 
his service would’ be exWansted before he 
would be able'to go through all these applica- 
tions. There is no disposition on my part to 
shirk any duty or any responsibility. I+ is not 
from any such feelings that I efy what I do. 
I say it in the interest of humanity and jas- 
tice. To me it is a horrible thought 
that even one innocent man may be suffering 
for another’s crime. It may be a trite ex- 
pression, but it is nevertheless true, that it is 
better that ninety-nine guilty men should e:3- 
eae than one innocent man should be pua- 
le

And Two Negro Women Arrested and 
Locked up—The Child Reeovered, 


“Say, dar boss, I wants & policeman to arrest 
a’oman an’ I want's him quick too, mighty 
quick,” said a negro woman.as she leaned over 
the counter at police headquarters yesteriay. 

“What do you want her arrested ;for auntie?” 
asked Call Officer Thompson. 

‘’Cause she stole my chile an’ hereis a piper 
what Mr. Judge Butts give me.” answered the 
old negro woman handing a folded paper across 
the counter. 


The officer took the paper and unfolding it 
found that it was @ warrant issued by Jadze 
Butt upon the application of Mary Scandrick. 
In the warrant the complaint alleged that Ma- 
ria Avery had kidnapped Viola Avery, chiid 
six years ofage, who had been entrusted to 
her—the complainant. The old woman inform- 
ed the oflicers that the woman charged in the 
warrant with the kidnapping, had the child 
concealed in a house On Central railroad street 
near Whitehall.

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THE FRUIT CROP. 


Various Opinions as to Its Conditions—Pro)b- 
ability That it Has Been Badly Injared. 
A great deal of interest is felt in the fate of the 

fruit crop. The unofficial reports from differ- 
ent parts of the state vary largely, accordiag 
to the locality, but the general opinion seems 
to be that the recent frosts have inflicted very 
considerable injury. Dr. Hape, of Hapeville, 
&@ prominent freit grower, expresses the belief 
that the fruit in his locality is very materially 
injured. On the other hand, Professor 
McCutcheon, of the department of agriculture, 
says that he hardly thinks the fruit in this lo- 
cality has suffered yery much. He has exam- 
ined under the microscope a number of peach 
buds and has only found two or three that were 
injured. He says, however, that in his opin‘on 
more-definite knowledge on this point can be 
obtained in a few days. From Terrell county 
come reports which indicate that in the sonth- 
ern portion of the state the damage will be 
found to be greater than in the north where 
the fruit is not so far advanced. 

Commissioner Henderson has sent outa num. 
ber of letters of inquiry to leading fruit men 
in different sections of the state, but as yet has 
received no replies.
